2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest a magnetron comprising, in combination with the 
remaining features of the claim, a pair of terminal rods having an attachment portion 
which is attached to each connection plate respectively, and slender protrusions which 
have sectional areas smaller than sectional areas of the attachment portions of the 
terminal rods so that the pair of terminal rods are attached to the pair of connection 
plates with the slender protrusions passing through the connection plates (claim 1); a
